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Frank Ragano, Gangland Lawyer

- Frank Ragano, a lawyer who 
defended gangland figures and 
wrote a book linking the mob to 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, died Wednes- 
day! He was 75. 

Ragano long represented 
Santo TrafTicante, the reputed 
Florida Mafia boss who died in 
1987, and associated with 
Teamsters head Jimmy HofTa. 

Ragano’ 8 clients included not 


only reputed mobsters, but ce- 
lebrities such as Burt Reynolds, 
Liberace and Rocky Marciano. 

Ragano retired in 1992 but 
made headlines that year when 
he said he believed he took a 
1963 Kennedy assassination 
order from HofTa to TrafTicante 
and another mob boss. His 
book, “Mob Lawyer,” co-auth- 
ored by New York Times re- 
porter Selwyn Raab, was pub- 
lished in 1994. 
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
